Here was a comic where literaily anythhg couid happen; the setting, narrative, and design 
possibi ities were nearly endless. A comic unbound by thp market’s sometimes puzziing 
requirement to feel "grounded'' and “realistic" when a ocub o w oo splasih of aiien ghost- 
possessed mad топкеу scienflsts jUSt seems iike a much better use Pf those pages. 

VisuallV BL.ACK SCIENCE set outto re’gmte the parts of the comic reader's bram that 
ftSO often are asked to lay dormant To deiig.ht. snock, and excite readers wltt('new and 
weird creatures, concepts, and worlds straight frorri the band of one of the most savagejy 
taiented and hard working young artists of our time. For 25 issues now Matteo Scalera, 
together with first Dean White and now Moreno Dinisio, has churned out page after 
page of jaw-dropping fantasy sci-fi adventure that still manages to capture every subtle 
character beat, every raised eyebrow and sinister smirk. 

Bocause at itecore BLACK SCIENCE is a "grounded* ahd "realistic" story. A story abouf 
the struggles of raising a family, aboutthe difficUlit^,of staying true to УОЦГ ideals when 
a world of responsibilitjos bearing down on voUf -Shoulders.
